Strong Constitution 
For A Strong Democracy 

Current observance of Constitution Week, 
i:iarking the 178th anniversary of signing of the 
U. S. Constitution, spotlights a document hailed 
by Gladstone as "the most wonderful work ever 
struck off at a given time by the brain and pur¬ 
pose of man." 

Henry F. Atwood, a lawyer and constitution¬ 
al authority, was even more enthusiastic, describ¬ 
ing it as "the greatest heritage that has fallen tn 
any people in history." He wrote. "Its making wa* 
the greatest human achievement since Creation, 
and it marked the greatest event in the history of 
the world, save the birth of Christ.” But is the 
Constitution in 1965 still as valuable a bulwark 
for freedom? 

Its six basic principles are well known—repre¬ 
sentative government, dual government, inalien¬ 
able rights of the individual, independence of the 
judiciary, a system of checks and balances, and 
joint power of the president and senate in foreign 
policy determination. 

The Constitution's most fundamental con¬ 
cept. by its very nature, must be negative rather 
than positive—the limitation of governmental 
power. This is true because its purpose is to guar- 
aniee liberty by defending Americans from tyran¬ 
ny. internal or external. The government thus can 
exercise only such powers as the people have grant¬ 
ed it through the Constitution. 

But not even this enduring protection is in 
any way automatic; it cannot be taken for granted, 
or treated with carelessness and indifference, his¬ 
tory has taught. In the words of Daniel Webstrr. 
"Miracles do not cluster, and what has happened 
once in six thousands years msy never happen 
again, Hold on to your Constitution, for if it should 
• fait there will be anarchy throughout the world." 

The Constitution and Rill of Rights are under 
. daily attack, both by enemies of democracy and 
by well-meaning people who fail to grasp the 
potential result of their words and deeds. 

( Such freedoms at religion, press, speech, pe- 
' lilion and assembly must be exercised if they arr 
to be retained. Quad-Cityans and'other Americans 
j must speak out on the issues of the day. including 
the issue of preservation of our constitutional 
rights.
